We have therefore nothing to 
s«y concerning it. except that it exem- 
pllties a most vicious principle in the 
conduct of public a (Tails. If the town¬ 
ship is to be divided. Jet' it lie done alter 
full, free and careful consideration! by 
all parties interested^ It is most satis¬ 
factory that the people of Glen llidge 
are heart ily ami sincerely opposed to 
any dark-lunlern methods of legislation 
and repudiate with great unanimity any 
“rushing through" of lulls in the Legis¬ 
lature. , , I i - -- 


Ridge under the so-called Village Act has 
been already very fully discussed; and 
even those who were at first in fuvot of 
such separate municipal existence Tor 
Glen Ridge, as would be afforded through 
the Village Act, have grown very doubt¬ 
ful as to its ultimate advantages. Prob¬ 
ably the most disliked, if not fatul, ob¬ 
jections to the village scheme are. tirst, 
that the village still remains a part of 
the township for certain purposes, so 
that its people would la* living under 
two governments; second, the unhappy 
phraseology of the bill, which renders 
it impossible to state with certainty 
what would be the future existence of a 
municipality formed under it; tint'd, the 
arbitrary powers of the village Board of 
Trustees. The reasons urged in favor 
of the village formation are almost 
identical with those urged in favor of 
the making of a new township, and need 
not therefore be here stated. The best 
informed residents of Glen Ridge con¬ 
sider that the expediency of the Ullage 
formation has become so doubtful, that 
it would l>e impossible to obtain the 
necessary signatures to tin* petition, or 
the-necessary votes of the people; and 
that if Glen Ridge is to go off at all it 
must go off as a separate township. 

The movement looking to the forma¬ 
tion of a separate township of Glen Ridge 
is the outgrowth of two opiuious-t-tkat 
Glen Ridge should separate from the 
rest *.*f Rloomlield, and that the village 
separation is negatived by its many in¬ 
herent difficulties ami objectionable 
features.* The reasons given for separa¬ 
tion are, that while the district, of the 
township known as Glen Ridge pays a 
very large percentage of the taxes of the 
..township, the Township Committee 
preslsteutly refuses to expend anything 
like a proper propoition of money for 
r«*ads, gas. sidewalks and water in that 
district (the figures have been hereto- 
fore given); that the Township Com¬ 
mittee is not a representative body of 
the taxpayers, but that its members come 

l 

from or are ruled by elements of popu¬ 
lation, which are antagonistic to the 
interests of the class of citizens residing 
in Glen Ridge; that these antagonistic 
element^ are determined to deprive the 
people of Glen Ridge of every advantage, 
so far as it lies'within their power, and 
that the incompetent aud terrorized 
Township Committee is the obedient 
slave of the enemies of the people of 
Glen Ridge; that while the conservative, 
disinterested aud patriotic citizens of 
Rioomtield at large may be, and doubt¬ 
less are, in favor of doing justice to the 
people of Glen Ridge, that they have 
lost all control of the township govern¬ 
ment and are powerless to enforce their 
Ideas; that Glen Ridge Is largely com- 


‘Ml tilif cherished privilege, the 
possible loss of which is causing I lie 
greatest alarm in Glen Ridge, the peo¬ 
ple of'tlie rest of the township have no 
desire whatsoever to abolish it, but will 
lend all possible aid in preserving it. 

Those opposed to this separation of 
Glen Ridge are not confined to those 
living outside of its proposed boundaries 
There are even now not a few old resi¬ 
dents of Rloomlield living in the district 
of Glen Ridge, and those opponents are. 
convinced thut there is neither reuson 
nor necessity for the separation, aud 
thut a little friendly discussion of the 
merits of the case will lead to a closer 
union aud not to a separation. 

. As there is now uo need of haste, and 
this article has already reached the 
limits doubtless of the patience of our 
readers, we sbull continue our discussion 
of the subject next week.
